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ABSTRACT 

The fourth study of federal libraries provided the 
first nearly complete statistical survey of all federal libraries in 
the continental Onited StSites and overseas. It was anticipated that 
the results of the study could serve as a landmark for future federal 
planning and as a guide for the library community in responding to 
related activities on the state and local levels. The survey 
identified 2,313 federal libraries. Data were collected on a^l^^S. 
Expenditures for reporting libraries totaled $191,825,822. The report 
includes summary statistics for all libraries, separate treatment of 
the national libraries, detailed findings for 1,386 libraries 
providing individual responses, and aggregate data for other 
reporting libraries. In the appendixes are given complete listings of 
the individual libraries queried, details of the survey methodology, 
and copies of the survey instruments.

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Federal libraries and their financial support had their beginning with 
the establishment of the Library of Congress^ in 1800. Statistical informa- 
tion about public, school, and society libraries has been collected and 
published by government agencies since the late 1860 's. 

The first. general report about these libraries appeared as "Libraries of 
the Federal Government," Chapter X of Public Lib raries in the U nite d States of 
America , Washington, D. C. , Department of Interior, 1876. This pioneering 
study provided no numerical data of consequence. The second report. Federal 
Department al Libr aries? a S u mmary Report of a Survey and a Conference , by 
Luther H. ^ans, was published by the Brookings Institution in 1963. It 
contained Joilie statistical data which are primarily descriptive and not ana- 
lytical. , ' 

The third report., an exclusively statistical study, originated in the 
fall of 1965, when the Federal Library Committee and the Office of Education's 
National Center for Education Statistics (NCES) established a cooperative 
arrangement by which the committee developed th^ survey forms with the 
assistance of the national center. The forms were mailed by the Committee* 
to Federal Libraries.' NCES contracted for the editing and processing of the 
returns and the preparation of a report. The resulting publication Survey of 
Special Lib r aries Servjng the Federal Government was released.,by the Depart^ 
ment of Health, Education, and Welfare in 1968. ' 

*^his fourth study is the firsit nearly complete statist.ical survey of all 
Federal libraries in the continental United States and overseas. It continues 
the cooperation between NCES and the Federal Library Committee of the Library 
of Congress and updates the existing information about Federal libraries. 

The data collected in this study should provide planners in the legis- 
lative or executive branch of government with an enlarged overview of the scop 
and diversity of library operations. The data should also assist adminis- 
trators of libraries to develop uniform reporting systems and strengthen the 
interchange of resources amqng Federal libraries and of the efforts to meet 
national needs. Accurate data on the size; of collections, staff, and budgets 
of individual Federal libraries will assist departments and agencies planning 
for library services.

^.liform and comprehensive statistical regoi^t^ttg^-esseaLla^^ broad, 
realistic appraisal of current, xieeds^ and services in relation ^'O-eo^^and 
increased demands for libr^y services- Federal library statistics 'in 
particular have lacked a suitable base for measuring and comparing operating 
.fkpenditures, adequacy of holdings, size of staff, types of services, scope 
of users, organizational pattern^, and other data essential for management 
decisions, Whilethere-are national statistics published with somQ regularity 
''for public and cfpllege and university libraries, there is no reliable 
comparable information published for Federal libraries. The most recent 
survey of Federal libra^es, the 1965-66\study by Frank L, Schick,!/

As Federal libraries continue to grow both in numbers and in holdings, 
as the Federal Government considers new possibilities for depar.tmen tal ^nd -, 
agency ^organizational patterns, and as the scope o'f federally sup^oTt^U ae^ 
ties extends into related functions at the State and local levels,^ the neeS 
for standard comprehensive statistical data about Tederal libraries becomes 
greater. Comprehensive library planning at the Federal level requires up-to-

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Since its establishment in 1965/ the Federal. J-iljrary Committer (FLC)- 
has made a major effort to alleviate i this problem. For years Federal library 
administrators and other officers haAle been limited by inadequate data in at^ 
temi)ting to answer such questions as /the following: How many Federal libraries 
are there? What is the size of their staffs? How large are their collections? 
How many square feet of space do Federal libraries occupy? \^at percentage 
of the total Federal budget goes into support of Federal library^services? 
What are the important differences in their structure and services? To'what 
degree do they meet national as well as agency needs? 



There is information available about the national libraries - the Library 
of Congress, the National Agricultural Library, and the National Library of 
Medicine. A few other libraries which provide nationwide services in their 
respective areas, of specialization, such as the library of the Department' . 
of the Interior, issue annual statistical information. However, specific ir^ 
formation about the large bulk of Federal libraries, especially those that are 
almost entirely mission-oriented , is either nonexistent or only available ^in 
a scattered and non comparable form which is useless^ in any attempt to arrive 
at a comprehensive analysis of the Federal library community. 

As a move to correct this deficiency, the Federal Library Committee (FLC) , 
in cooperation with the U. S. Office of Education (USOE) , sponsored the 
Survey of Special Libraries Serving the Federal Government— ^ published by USOE 
in 1968. Some useful and much needed data were ddvelop^ed by this limited 
effort, undertaken in cpoperation with the progrjam of the National Center for 
Educsttional Statistics However, to meet the many and varied statis- 

tical^ information requirements of Fejlejral libraries and their users, the ,^ 
committee felt a deeper and more comprehensive program should be inaugurated - 
oae closely coordinated with the Library General Information Survey (LIBGIS)

More recently, the FLC's subcommittee on statistical programs—^ reexamined 
the need for a consolidated collection of data about Federal library resources 
and operations and concluded that this area merited immediate attention.

After the deciision' to proceed with a new survey of Federal libraries had 
been made, its purpose was defined: to identify the universe of Federal li- 
braries regardless of size or location in «he continental United States and 
overseas," to collect some basic data from all libraries, and to develop 
a report of these data which would be useful tactile Federal library community 
and to all interested persons in its environment !XThe principal guide for 
deciding on the content of the survey was to be the '^^brary. General Information 
System (LIBGIS) , a recently developed national libraryX^atistics data system 
of the National Center fpr Education Statistics (NCES).. 

Although NCES has expressed hopes that all surveys concerhi^g libraries 
and library programs can be included in one survey .pac^asenr-aCtQun ting for the 
activities of Federal Government libraries haj,,poS§a particular 'problems. The 
LIBGIS plan is based on cooperation at the State^ level by appropriate agencies 
which distribute questionnaires to the various libraries in each. State. T^iis 
mode of data collection presents problems, however, for collecting d^ta fox 
the Federal libraries^^^^nce there are no lines of authority or funding fjom . 
an individual St^-to Federal libraries in that State, a State agency is not 
an appropriat^-^ata collection instrument for such a library, which is admini- 
strativeJr*^ented toward a governmental agency which is probably located 
in tfa^^tropolitan Washington area. If^ the Federal library community can 
be'^rxsidered as a "51st State," then by analogy the only appropriate agency 
to"c6o-jrdtna.fce..data collection is the Federal Library Committee. Utilizing 
this framework,'"'ancl-viJ^h the added prestige of being chaired by Quincy 
Mumford, Librarian of Con^^^s , the FLC was able to obtain the responses of 
more than 90 percent of the lilies identified in this study. This compares 
favorably with the completion rates---in^.most States. 

The- importance of the 1972 survey of Federal libraries is underscored 
by the fact that this study represents the first comprehensive statistical ^ 
survey of all types of Federal libraries , located all over the world, and 
e first followup study for the subset of special or technical libraries 
which were surveyed in 1965.

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CHAPTER 1 
INTRODUCTION 



The Federal Library Universe 

Federal libraries as an all-anclusive, term, can be used to designate 
facilities as diverse as the special and technical libraries serving govern- 
mental agencies and the*" educational libraries serving Indian schools in the^ 
United States or militliry dependent schools abroad. It covers the national 
libraries. Presidential libraries. Federal health and medical, '^gi^e^ering 
and science, and other, specially and technical libraries, as w^Il as the 
academic libraries of miHtary* academies and Indi.an colleges and the quasi- 
academic" libraries^ of th'e military, instructional /scho6ls. 

Also included among Federal libraries are the quasi-pubH^ libraries for 
servicemen and their dependents at military estf^i^lishments both at home aftd 
abroad-,-^d for patient's va government hospitalsj, prisoners in Federal penal 
institution^V^^nd foreign readers at U. S, Information Ageja^^y libraries and 
^ reading rooms thrdtigliout the world. 

The problem^ of de^i^ing^^a-^^mpletfe universe of Federal libraries is 
complex. X^ile^ some Federal libr^ki^have lo^g and di^.t^guished histories 
of service, others coexist with theygbve^mental agencies they serve. Still 
others, particularly field location^ of fche^TojSJltary services, are created and 
closed with military redeployments./ Todky's univ^e^of Federal libraries 
is not necessarily the universe of tomoirrow. ^x^'^"*-' 



Development of Survey 

The Federal librari'es survey for fiscal year 1972^ wag designed' as a 
comprehensive study of all of the types of libraries serving the Federal 
establishment and its agencies throughout the world. The methods for estab-, 
lishing and surveying this broader universe are detailed in appendix B. 

^ Federal libraries numbering 2,313 were identji;£i^Sxi;.\thei'r distribution by 

governmental organization and type of library 'is shown in table 1. ,Special ^ 
^ or technical libraries, including health and medicine (health), science and 

\ , engineering (scienpe) , and other special and techtiical libraries (special) 

made up 43 percent of this universe, .with the qi^^si-public general libraries 
accounting for an additional 37 percent, and ae^^^'emiC, quasi-academic, and 
school libraries representing 18 percent. The .Remaining X percent were li- 
braries designated as ''other" - 6 Presidential libraries and 45 systems, 
headquarters. " 



Development of the final survey univetse^Vnecess'itated some deletions 
from the identified total universe. Four libraries under the Executive Office

Response to Purvey 

A total of 1,744'^of these 1^908 Federal libraries (91 percent) provided 
all or substantial amounts of the data requested in the, survey. ^Responses for 
individual libraries Vere provided by 1,389, including the 3 national libraries 
while' data aggregated for groups of libraries were reported for 355 libraries 
(table 2). ' . , ^

SUMMARY OF DATA FROM ALL RESPONDING LIBRARIES 

r 

Overview 




Of the 2,313 libraries identified in the total universe of Fede^ 
libraries, 2,145 reportefl^J^least some, data. Table 6 presents a ^mmary bi, 
some of these figures for national libraries, libraries reporting Individu^ 
data, libraries reporting aggregate data, and libraries reporting minima?/ 
data. Because of the brd^d variation in response to particular items jKt data, 
the percentage of Hbrarifes reporting the data within each grqup^ are^>6'hown. 
Totals are presented for/the 1,744 libraries that submitted substantial data 
as well as for" all data/teceived. 

Expenditures ffip/alljFederal libraries reporting totaled $191,825,822, of 
which 20 percent X^ent for materials and 64 percent to payments for salaries 
and wages. From (at^al collectioa of 59,283,718 items, 45,014,967 items were 
circulated. An adcTitional 732,285 items were' loaned to other libraries in 
interlibrary loan, while Federal libraries borrowed 521,572 items. Ratio of 
collectiW size to circulation by libraries shows vthat the overseas libraries 

the U: S. Information Agency and overseas Specfial Services libraries of the 
Department of Defense had substantially greatej circulation of holdings than 
did any other type of library. More than |jaljp'6f the special or technical 
libraries reporting f aU^ to report circ>iiafion^tatistics: Army and Air* 
Force dependent 'school 'libraries overs^ecs^ were also unable to provide such 
data. 



Salaries and w^ges was a^^^tfei: area , with poor response. Only 76 percent 
of the libraries reporting more than minimal data provided . this information. 
Of- th^89 dependent school libraries overseas , only the" 13 Navy libraries in 
the Atlantic area gave salary figures. It is probable that since 'Army and 
Air Force library employee^ in dependent schools overseas are paid with other 
school staf^ under Publi/^Law 86-9 1^^ these data were 'not separately available 
for library empltxyees in the European and Pacific areas. Sixty percent of the 
other librfries fa^liqg to report expenditures for wages and salaries were . 
Array quasilpublic libra^lte^in Europe, where only .one of the post libraries 
provided the data. Array gen^^l^libraries in Alaska and Asia did provide the 
requeste'd figures. ^ -

Statistics on employees were submitted by all libraries except those thaS^ 
responded with minimal data, although 36 reported that they had no assigned 
employees at all, and 83 each reported employment of less .than one full-time 
employee in the library. Small Veterans , Administration hospital and health 
libraries sometimes indicated sharing an employee between the two. 

Three hundred seventy-one libraries (21 percent of those that responded 
to the question) reported that they "employed no professional librarian. Almost 
30 percent (111) of these libraries were quasi-public libraries of the Army 
and Navy. Forty-three school libraries in the United States also reported as

employing no 'professional librarians', and dependent school libraries overseas 
reported only three professional libratians, all in .the European area. Most 
personnel of school libraries overseas, because they are employed under Public 
L,aw 86-91, are not distinguishable by status. 

A total of 11,080 full'-time-equiyalent -employees were working in Federal 
libraries in fiscal^year 1972. Of these, 3,209, or 29 percent, were in the 
1410 series (professional librarians) . Sixty-rfour gerc^ent, of all Federal 
library employees were female, as were 71 percent of libratians in the 1410 
series. Only 29 percent of librarians employed in Grades G5-13 and above, 
however, .were female employees. . • ,

Rffty-six percent of the total circuiation reported was in the quasi- 
public libraries, mostly in the military departments. Half of all esCpenditures 
reported were made by the national libraries. ' 

While almost two-fifths of all library employees reported were located 
in the national libraries, less than one-third of all professional librarians 
were employed there. Hospital libraries' had the highest proportion of pro- 
fessional employees within their own staffs.

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Collections of the national librarE^ accounted for almost one- third of 
all the volumes in collections reported ^€0 the survey, exceeded only by the 
combined collections of all of the components of the Department of Defense 
(42 percent of total). The Department Defense, however, accounted for 
only 32 percent of^ total Federal libraty expenditures reported. 

The proportion of librarians in €^e 1410 series to total employees is 
smallest in the national libraries (^'•7 percent of total employees) and in 
the Department of Defense (25.5 percejSt, of total employees), while independent 
agency libraries report the highest level of employees in this category (49.8 
perfcent of total employees). The highest ratio of female employees ' 
(71 percent) is found in the civilian departments of the executive branch, 
while' the national libraries employ the; smallest ratio of females to total 
employees (51 percent) .

The percentage of total employees who wei're librarians (1410 series) , 
28 percent, was lower in t^e Washington, - D. C. area than in other locations in 
the United States. This results from the appreciably^ lowet ratio of "profes- 
cionals to nonprofessionals in the national libraries, where less- thin one- 
quarter of all employees were librarians (1410 series) Cfther Federal 
libr^ies in the capital area, showed the same percentage (37 percent) of' 
professional personnel as is found in ^ the rest of the United States. 

ihe ve^ low ratio of librarians to total librarj^ personnel elsewhere in 
the world i^ somewhat artificial, since school librarians in "tailitary 
,dep_end$»t schools overseas are not covered by the same personnel salary 
schedules as are those in other Federal libraries. ' Only the very few 
regularly scheduled professional positions reported to the survey are 
identified. Federal 'libraries overseas in general, however, show a 
relatively low proportion of all resources. 
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Comparison of Spectal or Technical Libraries > ^Fiscal Y^'ai:s 1965 and 1972 

Averages for five key data items were calculated „for special or technical' 
libraries responding to the surveys in 1965 and 1972. Comparisons are shotm 
in table 12. While the number of special or technical libraries has almost 
doubled in the 7-year period, the average collection size in 1972 was only 
about two-thirds that of special or technical libraries reported in 1965* This 
suggests that continued growth of existing collections is more than balanced 
by the addition of a stibstantial number of new libraries with relatively 
smaller collection sizes. 

The average total operating expenditure for libraries, despite their 
smaller average gize, shows an increase of 13 percent; the average number of 
employees ahd the percentage of professionals employed in 1972, however, have 
both decreased. The percentage of total library expenditures for salaries 
remained the same^ for both years, at 65 percent.

CHAPTER 3 
THE NATIONAL LIBRARIES 

Included among Federal libraries are the three "national" libraries, 
although this status is "de jure" only for two of them, the National Library 
of Medicine (NLM) ,' which is responsible for leadership and backup library 
services in the medical and allied subject areas, and the National Agricultural 
Library (NAL) , which maintains and supplies library materials and services in 
agriculture and related fields. The Library of Congress (LC) , while lacking 
legal status as a "national" library, has for many years operated as the 
"de facto" national library, providing services and leadership to the en.tire 
library community. Because of their relative stature among other Federal 
libraries, as well as their importance to all libraries in the United States, 
this chapter looks at these three libraries individually tad in comparison 
with each other. .Detailed statistics for the three are presented in table 13. 

Approximately one-thitd of all books and bound periodicals reported held 
in Federal library collections in fiscal year 1972 were located in the three 
national libraries, as stated in chapter 2 and shown on tables 7 and 8. Books 
and periodicals, however, do not begin to represent the total collection size 
of theae libraries, since other materials also play an importajUT role in their 
value to the Uni-ted States". Total holdings of the Librarj;^ Congress were 
cal^culated at 85,200,757 items in fiscal year 1972, iiifituding manuscripts, 
music, prints and drawings, photographs, posters^tfSoks in braille or on! 
discs and tapes for the blind and physically>tadi<^pped , audiovisual.'mater- . 
ials including motion pictures and soundj^^ordingsV etc. The National Library 
of Medicine also reported more than hail a million iVems including theses, 
pictures, pamphlets, etc., and holdings in motion pic&Hres, sound recordingb, 
and other audiovisual materi^Jr^ in addition to its holdings in books and 
periodicals. Holdings at-1S(AL .were^fii^rted to be primarily in books and 
bound periodicals, bvtTthis library also holds^bout 100,000 microform units. 
Special collectitJ^of posters, maES.,.-aeriaI surveys , etc., cannot be tabu- 
lated bec^jus^hey are not,xataIoged or fully indexed ,^1 though they are 
vdllable for use at -the' library. 



Expenditures of the national libraries totaled aboi^^t one-half of all 
Federal library expenditures reported, with more than three-quarters of thes6 
national libraries expenditures reported by the Library of Congress. Costs ; 
at LC, in addition to normal library operations, include the financing of 
such valuable national service programs as those for the blind and physically 
handicapped, the -Natioftal Union Catalog (NUC) , Cataloging in Publication 
(CIP) , the Machine Readable Catalog (MARC) program,, the Legislative Reference 
Service, and many others. * 

Through its Regional Medical Library program, the National Library of 
Medicine supports the information needs of medical personnel throughout the

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Sex and Grade Structure of Employees at the National Libraries 

More than half of all library employees in the Rational libraries in 1972 
were in grades GS 1-8, with another third in grades GS 9-12. By individual 
library, considerable variations in percentages of employees in the lower 
(GS 1-8) grades and the highest grades (GS 13 and above) were reported, 
although all had approximately one-third of their staffs in the middle grades 
(GS 9-12). LC reported 55 percent of employees in grades GS 1-8, NAL, 52 
^percent, and NLM, only 43 percent. In grades GS 13 and above, LC reported 
13 percent of total employees, NAL, l&^percent, and NLM, 24 percent. 

Over half of all employees of the national libraries (54 percent) were 
females in 1972. By library, NAL reported 55 percent, LC, 54 percent, and 
NLM, 51 percent female. Females also made up 50 percent of librarians (1410 
series) at^LC, 63 percent at NLM, and 51 percent at NAL. Among other profes- 
^ sionals (1A12 series) , 56 percent of those reported at NLM were females 
^while LC reported 42 percent; NAL had 40 percent female 1412 series employees. 
Despite these proportions of female employees in professional positions, a 
dist-ribution of employees in the 'libraries by grades shows generally, lower 
ggpide levels for female than for male employees within the same classification. 

Only within the paraprofessional classification (1411 series) is the 
median grade level for employees of both sexes in all three libraries the same, 
although the percentage of females at this median grade is higher in all cases.' 
NLM also shows the same .median grade level for librarians (14^ series) . 
Here again, more females fall within tlfe median grade level, and the percentage 
of males above the median is substantially higher than for females. In all 
^gther cases, the median for female employees within a classification is at 
least one grade level below male employees in the same classification. 

The median grade level range for ajl employees in all classifications at 
LC and NAI, in 1972 was grades GS 7-8; for ItLM ^.t was grade GS 9. For all 
professional "employees (1410 and 1412 series), the median grade level at .LC 
and NAL was GS 10-3,1, at NtM, it was GS 12. Median grade levels for profes- 
sionals 4^v-f±scaaryear 1965 were*^ GS 6-9 at LC, and GS 10-13 at NST^mid NLM.

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CHAPTER 4 

THE LIBRARIES THAT SUBMITTED DATA INDIVIDUALLY 



From the total universe of ^,313 Federal librari^i identified, 405 were* 
deleted because of inability to provide substantial dita for the survey. An 
additional 355 libraries reported aggregate data rathfer t^han individual data. 
Summary statistics -for these libraries appear in chatter -5. Because of the 
stature and size of the three national libraries, thkir responses are an- 
alyzed separately in chapter 4. Of the remaining 1,550 ^ibrarie's, 1,386 re- 
' ' sponded to the survey. Data^ concerning these librarps feve been tabulated for 
analysis in five' different ways,' as follows: ^ '

Collections by Type of Library an<^ Governmental Organization 

The reported collections of libraries that provided individual responses^ 
totaled 39,227,459 volumes, including (see appendix C-II for definitions): 
36%4{13^37 books and bound periodicals, 1,104,020 unbound periodicals (biblio- 
graphic vaiumeX,_and 1,719,902 microforms. Table 18 shows the distribution of 
these materials, by t*ype of library. 

Special or technical libraries held 59 percent of all collection items, 
with almost three-fifths of this total in special libraries (those not classi- 
fied as health or science). The quasi-public libraries (other general) have 
the second largest collection volume, with .alniost one-quarter af total items 
held by this grop'p. Holdings in microforms are generally low, with' only 
health Ad science libraries reporting that they represent more than a negli- 
gible portion of their holdings. 

Presidentia3> libraries report the highest ppoportion of holdings ih 
unbound periodicals. Holdings in books and bound periodicals make up by far 
the greatest proportion of holdings in all libraries , ranging from 79 percent 
of collections in 'science libraries to 99 percent in hospital and penal librarr 
ies. Fifty-seven percent of all document titles identified separately are 
held in science libraries. ] *

Titles, as distinct from volumes, held in all foras of materials in the 
collections of the 1,301 libraries' reporting this in£ormation, totaled 
59,905,876.- The percentage distribution of these tittles was: book stock 
(including microforms) 32 percent, documents (including microforms) 52 percefit,^ 
all other printed material (including microTorms). 3 percent, audiovisual ma- 
terials 2 percent*, all other library materials 5 percent,. The 2 percent of 
audiovisual materials included: motion pictures 22 percent, sound recordings

Holdings in audiovisual materials are very small in most » libraries. Eight 
''^ of the 28 organizational divisions f'eported no holdings at all; another iour, 
negligible holdings. Tne IJepartment of Housing and Urban Development ,' with 
86 percent of i^s total colleclion in audiovisual materials, and tme^tJenerai 
Services Administration with 27 percent, were the only agencies reporting^ ^ 
sizable audiovisual holdings. All 'other library materials also fcnned a small 
part of most coJLlections , with only the Smithsonian Institution libraries, ((4b 
percent) , the General Services Administration (46 ^)eroent) , and the jepartm^nt 
of Defense headquarters (^6 percent) reporting mote U^n a minimal amounu^of 
such holdings. ^ 

The aumber^^ current period;ical titles held by libraries also showed 
substantial variations, irom an average of 102 periodical titles per library 
irf^judicial branch libraries, to 2>500 titles in the library of the feaeral 
Reserve System.

A total of 36,828,307 items were circulated. by the 1,208 Federal libraries 
which reported this information, and 1,143. of these libraries answered 
7,586,443 reference questions for local users and an .Additional 210*746 queries 
for other libraries. More items were ^borrowed from pther libraries through 
interlibrary loan (506,857 items) than were loaned (475,299 items). Circula- 
tion was highest ^in general (quasi-public) libr^aries, which accounted for 
almost 56 percent of items used. Special libifaries did more th-an half of all 
interlibrary borrowing, while "other general" librai?ies did the largfest 
volume of lending.

Department of the Army libraries accounted for almost one-third of >^1 
circulation activity, closely followed by libraries serving the Air Forced 
Interlibrary transactions were also heaviest for the Army lib ra.rieS) although 
total landing substantially exceeded total borrowing.

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Operating Expenditures ^ ^ 

Total expenditures of $89,950,945 were reported by 1,309 individual li- 
braries. Average expenditures per library reporting, by type of library, 
are shown in table 21. Expenditures were highest (on average) for Presidential 
libraries ,^ where 85 -pe^ent of total was spent on salaries and wages. Penal 
libraries, with only Bj^ercent of expenditures for salaries, were funded at 
the lowest. average level, with hospital and school libraries showing only 
slightly higher averages and median expenditures.

Only 8 percent of all employees of legislative branch and of boards, com- 
mittees , and ^mraission libraries were librarians, while no' professionals were 
employed by the quasi-official agencies (table 25). Employment \i-iibrarians 
(1410 series) in libraries of the Department of Defense (DOD) was generally 
lower than average, with only 54 percent of all librarians reported by li- 
braries reporting individual data employed /at DOD, Wen though DOD employed 
63 percent of all library employees reported. S^aecy-nine percent of all* 
information specialists were employed^ by DOD. /The highest proportion of 
librarians to total staff was in the Veterans/Administration, which reported 
that 73 percent of total library staff were librarians. 

♦ Paraprofessional library technicians (1411 series) made up 28 percent 
of all library employees in libraries reporting this data individually. The 
percentage of paraprofessionals varied substantially, however, both by type, 
of library (table 26) and by governmen^tal organization (table 27) . Presi- 
dential libraries (1 percent of total employees), penal libraries (7 percent), 
and ^chool and systems headquarters libraries (8 percent . each) , ha8 the lowest 
levels of paraprofessional employees; science and academic libraries, each 
with 36 percent, had the highest levels. Fifty-seven percent of all para- 
professionals were employed in special or technical libraries. 

Employees in the 1411 series also represented significai|t proportions of 
employees in all governmental branches, ranging from 9 percent of library 
employees in the judicial oranch to 32 percent in the civilian departments of 
the executive branch.

Di,stribution of Library Employees by Grade and Sex 

More than half of all library employees were in the salary grades GS 1-8, 
and only 3 percent were in grades GS 13 and over. About one-third of employees 
had grades of GS 9-12.. Substantially higher percentages of total female 
employees than of finale employees were found in the lower grade structures. 
The median reported grade level for female employees in libraries teporting 
data individually was in grades GS 1-6, while the median level for male em- 
ployees within the grade structure was GS 7-8.. Almost 80 percent of female 
employees were reported in grades of GS 9 or below, while less than 70 percent 
of male emplcSyees were in these grades. No female employees were reported 
in grades above GS 15, and less than one percent were reported above grade 
GS 13. Over 3 percent of male employees were in grades above GS 13, including 
eight employees iu grades OS 16 and above. 

General libraries tended to have the highest percentage of employees » 
(68 percent) in the lower grades (GS 1-8) , although penal libraries, with 
7 percent had the lowest proportion in this range. The largest percentage 
of the highest grade levels (GS 13 and over) were in Presidential and systems 
headquarters libraries , with 13 and 12 percent respectively. School libraries 
and penal Jii>raries reported no employees with grades above GS 11. Hospital 
l-ibraries had no employees above grade GS 12. Only one employee in other 
general libraries was reported ta the grades GS 13 and above. Table 28

Most governmental organizations reported about halt or more of their 
library employees within grades GS 1-8. Quasi-official agencies, with only 
11 percent of their employees in graded positions, reported ail of them in 
this category; legislative branch had 16 of the 28 percent of graded employees 
reported in the lower grades. The Department of the Army, with 66 percent 
of ^employees in grades GS 1-8, had the highest percentage at this level. 

Employees in midgrade (GS 9-12) levels ranged from 12 percent of 
legislative branch employees to 51 percent of Veterans Administration library 
personnel. The 15 percent of Department of State employees in grade GS 13 
and over was the highest percentage in the upper grades. The legislative 
ai\d ji^icial branches and the Department of Agriculture r€^)orted no library 
employees above GS 12.

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Types of Libraries Serving Specific Governmental Organizations ^ 

The preceding sections of this chapter have discussed numbers of librar-. 
ies^ and proportions of total collections, services, and staffs distributed 
among the 10 types of libraries and amoug the 28 governmental organization 
d?vifions covered by the 1972 survey. This section deal^^ distribution 
of categories and types of libraries within the specific goveTBWgntal organi- 
zations identified and compares the average collection sizes and^-^Jcpeadit^ures 
of these types within the various organizations. 

Table 31 lists the types of libraries serving each of the three branches 
of government. Libraries serving the legislative and judicial branches are 
all in the special or technical category; specifically, in the t;ype designated 
as "special." Libraries in segments of the executive branch represent all 10 
of the types of libraries identified within the Federal library universe. 

Sixty-three percent of all libraries serving civilian executive depart- 
ments which repotted individual data were special or technical libraries, 
as were 60 percent of those serving independent agencies. Second in number 
in civilian executive departments, with almost one-quarter of the total, . 
were educational libraries. These are primarily in Indian schools administered 
by the Department of the Interior. General libraries, primarily the quasi- 
public libraries which serve military members and their dependents in all 
partkof the world, accounted for 54 percent of all. Department of Defense 
librar^s- special or technical libraries made up another third. The number 
of quas??pubu"hospitarii^ serving patients in Veteran's Administra ion 

hospitalsVsed general libraries to the second ranking type in independent 
agencies . ^

Althoi^gh the 'average number of volumes in all Federal libraries was 
26,728, co;hsidera'ble variation occurs when size is distributed by ' type of, 
libriry a^ shown in table 39. It is^^iioteworthy that the average collection 
size fai:).s within the range ofTrhe^m^ian for its type in only four types of 
libraries; other general-, Pr€fsident*ai,^^chool, and hospital. 

All of the four categories of librard.es were represented in all size 
ranges, but no "libraries of the typ^s Presidential, hospital, penal, or school 
qualified for- the group of largest librafies (more than 100,000 volumes). All 
school libraries reporting were wLthin the ranges below 30,000 volumes. 
No Presidential ^libraries reported collections within the medium-^mall range 
(6,i)00-ll,999 volumes). 

One-thii^d of the largest libraries were special libraries, while another 
26' percent were science libraries, fo,llowed by academic libraries (21 percent)

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The largest percentage of the libraries in the under 3,000 volumes group 
(smallest libraries) were health libraries. Hospital libraries accounted for 
the largest percentage (27 .percent) of libraries in the small category (3,Q00- 
5,999 volumes), closely follovjed by health libraries (25 percent). Hospital 
libraries also made up 22 percent of total libraries in the medium-small 
range (6,000-11,999 volumes), with other general libraries accounting for an 
additional 22 percent. Other general libraries also constituted over half

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CHAPTER 5 

THE LIBRARIES THAT PROVIDED AGGpGATE RESPONSES. 

Data for 355 of the Ij^braries in the Department of Defense were provides 
in aggregates rather than for individual libraries. These reports included 
the Army Library in the Pentagon* 65 Army Special Services libraries located 
in Korea, Thailand, and Vietnam: and 289 military dependent school libraries 
overseas. Data for these 355 libraries are summarized in table 48,* and de- 
tailed in tables A-I and A-II, appendix A. 

The Army Library (Pentagon) * 

Operating expenditures for library materials, as reported in the question- 
naire submitted by the Amy Library included $700,000 for materials purchased 
for the Army field law library system. Responsibility for these 269 libraries 
(also known as the Judfge Advocate General, or JAG, libraries) is divided; 
responsibility for purchase, storage, and supply of materials as needed, is 
vested in the Army Library, while housing and staff, are provided by the using 
office. Most of these libraries are serviced on a part-time basis by a clerk 
or secretary. • 
^ '»* 

Data for the Army Library are included in table 48, and may also be found 
in tables A-I and A-II in appendix A. Statistics on book storage §or the JAG 
lijDrary system are not Included in the report/ 

c 

The Army Special Services Libraries in Korea, Thailand, and Vietnam 

Aggregate data, rather than individual reports, were also supplied for 
65 Army Special Services libraries. They include 43 libraries in Korea, 7 in 
Thailand, and 15 in Vietnam. 

Averages, for libraries in e^ch of the three areas show that the largest 
average collection «siz6 and number of employee's were in Vietnam. Highest 
average total operating expenditures for fiscal year 1972 were also reported 
for Vietnam. This area reported tlie lowest average number of items* circulated, 
as shown in table 49. However, no utilization^ records were kept for the large 
quantities of pajperback bopks distributed ther^. 

Seventy-three percent of the 30 librarians (1410 series) employed in 
Koreai Thai'land, and Vietnam were female. However, in Korea, 8^ percent of 
total Federal library employees were male', a revers.al of the usual male-t 
female employment ratios, atid the result of hiring primarily male local 
nationals as support staff.

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The nuinber%)f items circulated, and the number of titles of books, docu- 
ments, periodicals,, other print materials, and audiovisual materials, were 
provided for the 13 Navy dependent school libraries in the Atlantic area only

Most librarians employed in the dependent school systems overseas are 
employed under Public Law 86-91 (Defense Department Overseas Teachers Pay and 
Personnel Practices Act), and the total number of professional librarians in 
these systems was not ascertainable t-o the survey. The three librarians in 
the Europea^i area reported in the 1410 series were employed under the Federal 
library employees classification s'chedule. 

Ninety-seven percent. of all employees in the dependent school libraries 
were female. 'There were 171 local nationals employed as library clerks in 
the European area, 

^United States Information. Agency (USIA) Libraries Overseas 

Libraries of the USIA overseas were deleted from the Federal library 
survey universe because complete data on them were not available. Statistics 
provided by the USIA for its 132 worldwide libraries and 30 reading rooms 
included only collection sizes and circulation statistics for ithe seven geo- 
graphical areas served'. These are tabulated in table 51

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Ratios of circulatton to collection size (volumes held) presented in 
table 52 show that South Asia and Latin America had circulation rates almost 
double those of most other geographical areas. The largest average collec- 
tion sizes were in West Europe and South Asia. Africa had the largest 
number of service points, but average collection size and circulation were 
smallest there. Comparisons of collection sizes and circulation volume 
and ratios, by geographical area, are given in table '52.

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CHAPTER„6 

GENERAL COMMENTS ON TRENDS IN *TEDERAL LIBRARY DEVELOEMENT 

I 

The survey of Federal libraries, fiscal year 1972, refported substantial 
data on collections, services, personnel, and expenditures, for the yide 
Variety of types of libraries serving agencies of the Federal Government. 
Because of this 'depth and scope, only limited comparability exists with 
earlier studies of Federal libraries, which cons^idered, only the types of 
special or technical libraries (including national libraries) serving Federal 
agencies • . 

A comparison pf the status of these special or technical libraries in 
1965, the date. of the last survey, and in 1972, suggests that while their 
number is increasing, the average number of volumes held by them tends to be 
smaller. This is not to be taken as a finding that library collection sizes 
have decreased, but rather as an indication that new libraries have added 
relatively smaller collection sizes to the Federal array. 

No data before 1972 are available for the universe of other (general, 
^educational, etc, )^ types* of Federal libraries, A comparison of the proportions 
of types of special or technical libraries serving the Federal community in 
1965 and in 1972, however, well illustrates the continuous shifting and 
development in Federal.<libraries necessary to maintain relevance to Federal 
information needs. Since the collection of data in this survey, new libraries 
have been added to the universe of Federal libraries, and some of the librar- 
ies included here have moved or been closed as need for them has shifted or 
ceased. Such mutability must be recognized as a pemianent f^ctor^in Federal 
library development. 

As the Federal Government crgaalzes programs and offices to meet new 
and rising national and international needs and interests. Federal libraries 
will be established to support such aativities. These new libraries, in most 
cases, will continue the growth in numbers of libraries with limited collec- 
tions and staf fs . 

Accepting trends in special or technical libraries (as evidenced by 
comparisons of data collected in 1^65 and in 1972) as indicative of trends 
throughoiit the ]?ederal library universe, we note that ev^-^ith smaller 
average collection sizes, average expenditures-oF the libraries showed 
substantial gains over .the 7-year, period. As a result of inflationary trends, 
-JLt may be expected that libraries will continue to experience .increased 
expenditures for library materials with relatively smlaller increases in 
collection size.. . — 
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For mast special or technical libraries, the average percentage of 
total expenditures for salaries and wages remained the same. Among national 
libraries alone, however, the percentage of total expenditures for salaries 
and wages declined about 7 percent in the 7-year period. In all cases,' salary 
and wage expenditures represented greatly increased total payment to a smaller 
average number of support staff and to a substantially diminished average 
perceritage of professional librarians. Some of- this decline in professional 
librarians employed was compensated by employment of a small number of infor- 
mation (subject) specialists, a classification which was added 'dar-ing the ' 
1965-1972 period. It is expected that the recruiting of subject specialists 
in place of librarians will continue to increase.- 

In the national libraries, some increase in the number of computer 
specialists may also be anticipated as these libraries extend their use of 
computer- te^chnology. As for the other Federal libraries, however, the trend 
toward use of various data base services rather than development of inrhouse 
computer expertise, may limit increased recruitment of these specialists. 
The number of professional librarians in Federal libraries probably will not 
expand sigrrificantly in the future. 

Growing emphasis on continuing education programs supported by Federal 
funding may be expected to increase the formal and informal training programs 
in Federal libraries.' In'-addition,'^ Federal library management and librarians 
will respond to agency career development programs and to the individual 
professional's education needs , especially as they relate to providing 
improved serv:^ce to 'agen^ personnel. There will be a continuing effort to 
train and develop library technicians and paraprofeasionals. In some areas, 
opportunitif^s will. develop for paraprof essionals with Federal library 
^ experience to a^ance to profe^ssional positions through ago/er^y trkS^ilng ^nti 
career programs.' » j 

Given the impact of cooperative agreements and the trend**toward building 
networks throughout the country, it is likely that the Federal library com- 
munity will also move further in that direction. 

_ ^ A c6ntinuing dilemt9a for Federal llbiarians wi.ll. be to maintain service 
without an appreciably increase in staff, in response to ageuu^ management's 
hmphasis^on keeping library costs to a minimum. However, more effective 
Irbrary service provided to a growing clientele may be recognized by agency 
ement as worthy of increased support.

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' APPENDIX B 
METHODOLOQY 



Following discussions of the subcommittee on statistical programs of 
the Federal Library Committee (FLC) and the Library Surveys Braijch, National 
Center for Education Statistics (NCES) , a decision to conduct a comprehensive 
study of all types of Federal libraries was made. In order to insure maximum 
comparability of data gathered on Federal libraries with that published on^ " 
other types of libraries by the Survey Branch, the Library General Information 
Survey (LTBGIS) questionnaire developed for the Library S'urveys Branch wa3 
chosen as the model for data coll^.ction instruments to be used in the Fedet 
survey. Work on the survey began in late March, 1972. 

Six phases were undertaken to accomplish the objectives of the survey. 
They were u 

1. Identification of the total universe of Federal libraries of all types 
in all Federal government organizations. 

2. Development pf data collection instruments relevant to Federal librar-^ 
ies and coordinated with standards for national library data reporting. 

3. Collection of data from the libraries identified. 

4. P^rocessing tfhe data to develop comprehensive tabulations and^ 
aggregations of them. 

5. Analyzing and interpreting the 5ata to describe the Federal library 
community, and to make comparisons between segments of it. 

6. Preparing a report for publication which might be useful both for 
future Federal library planning, ^d for coordination with information pro- 
grams on other levels. ^ 

Phase 1: Identification of the Federal Library Universe 

The principal initial task in the project design was the identification 
of the total universe of Federal libraries. The project benefited from- 
earlier work by the Federal Library Committee in cooperation with the U. ^ 
Office of Education. An initial universe of over 2,500 libraries was drawn 

from four sources: The Roster of federal Libraries^' compiled by 

, J . 



i./Benton, Mildred and Ottersen, Signe, Roster. of Federal Libraries . 
Washington, George Washington University) 1970, 
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Mildred Benton and Signe Ottersen and published in 1970; the United States 
^ Organization 'Manual , 1971/72;— cu%ent mailing lists of the Federal Library 
Committee; and addresses supplied by* major Federal agencies. 

An extensive effort was made to identify libraries which had been estab- 
lished,, transferred to another Federal ^gency, or abolished since the publi- 
cation of The Roster of Federal Libraries . Significant changes were noted in 
the Federal library community since 1970; notably, the establishment of the 
National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration and the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency, with subsequent transfers^ of libraries to these agencies. In 
addition, numerous military libraries were consolidatec|iJ^or closed during 
this period, particularly in the Far East and Pacific commands; a few Indian 
school libraries were transferred from Federal to State control. 

For the purposes of this survey a Federal libra or library system was 
defined as "An organization concetned with selecting, acquiring, organizing, 
recording, preserving, retrieving, and disseminating informational materTals. 
Includes the services of a staff trained to provide and interpret such mater- 
ials to meet the informational, educational and/or recreational needs of a 
Federal agenty or installation and established as an iategral part thereof." 
Specifically excluded from the survey were information "centers, information 
analysis\:enters , data centers, and data analysis centers, unless incorporated 
within a/library; medical records libraries, training aid libraries, and 
supply catalog libraries. In order to include the full range of Federal 
libraries no minlmums on size of holdings, staff, o,r operating expenditures 
were established for inclusion in the universe. 

Approximately 500 addresses were added to the Federal Library. .Committee' s 
mailing list and agency listings yielded approximately 100 additional librar- 
ies. Following the initial mail-out, approximately 300 additional addresses 
were obtained and added to the universe. 

Deletions 



A major group of Federal libraries was deleted ^rom the universe, prior 
to the tnail-out. ^Becau^e of anticipated problems with central funding and 
shared employeeS^the 289 libraries in dep|endent schools uijerated overseas 
by Che U* S. Army, Air Force, and Navy were not individually surveyed'. . . 
Headquarters commands for the Pacific and Far East, Atlantic, and European 
areas were requested to provide aggregate statistics for school libraries 
within th^ir commands. These aggregate data are presented in chapter 5« 
Libraries operated by tJig^istrict of Columbia (an independent agenfiy of the 
U. S. Government) wer^^^lsb excluded from the Federal library 'universe: 

Following the pail-out, 1 ,162 deletions were made from the universe. The 
U. S. Information Aieucy requested the deletion of the 132 libraries operated

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overseas by the U. S. Information Service; limited information on these librar- 
ies is-^also presented in chapter 5. The U. S. Department of Commerce advised 
the Federal Library Committee that its 42 field office libraries contained 
business reference periodicals for use in their information centers and did 
not constitute a^"library" as 4efined by the survey. Libraries operated by 
Federal Reserve Banks were also deleted at the request of the Federal Reserve 
System. Class A and B. field law libraries ope"rated by the Department of the 
•Army were unable to provide adequate statistics^ at the local level; an ag- 
gregate sum of $700,000 for fiscal year 1972 materials purchases for all 
Army. field law libraries was included in the report filed by the Army Library. 

The closing and consolidation of many military special services librajries 
particularly in the Pacific and Far East commands, caused 141 deletions from 
the Universe. Army command librarians in Korea, Thailand, and Vietnam com- 
pleted swgle reports givirtf aggregate statistics for the 65 libraries within 
tneir commands ;^ aggregated data are presented in chapter 5\ As a matter of 
agency policy, libraries operated by the Central Intelligence Agency were 
deleted from the universe.

• the Atomic Energy Commission and the National Aeronautics -and Space Administra-

Revised Universe and Nonrespondents • - '

libraries. Libraries that failed to respond to the survey, or toivarddd * 
questionnaires^ after the cut-off date .for processing totaled 164. Of the 
,^ final survey uAiyerse of 1,908, 1,389 or 73 percent provided individual 
responses; aggr^egate data were provided by 355' or iS percent' the' total 
reisponse rate was 91 percent. With the addition of the minimal data pro- 
=vided for United S,tates Information Agency and Army field law libraries, some 
response was made for 2,145 6r 93 percent of the total Federal library 
identified universe of 2, 313, libraries. 

- Phase 2; Questionnaire and Pretest 

Construction, testing, and revision of the survey instrument required 
approximately 4 months. As a first\step in the design of the questionnaire, 
. a review was undertaken of surveys previously conducted within the Federal 
/library community. Of particular interest was the Survey of Special Libraxies 
. 'Serving the Federal G overnment! ^ published by the U. S. Office if Education 
in 1968. jK , ■

Government . Washington, Department of .Health, Education, and Welfare, 1968. 
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A draft version ofjAie Library General Information Survey (LIBGIS) 
questionnaire prepare^T^r the Library Surveys Branch of the National Center " 
for Education Statistics (NCES) was used as a model, for this survey. When- 
ever possible the wording of the questions for this survey conformed to the 
LIBGIS instrument. 

Each item in the 'model form was reviewed by the principal investigator 
and project consultants to select data applicable to Federal libraries. Data 
items unique to Fecieral libraries, i.e., Civil Service classifications and 
ratings', percentage of congressiOnally appropriated funds, etc., were also 
reviewed for inclusion in the survey form. A major difficulty^, in the survey 
design was isolating common data items among Federal libraries which vary so 
widely in size, staff, operating expenditures, and mission. 

A first draft of the survey form with definitions, instructions., and 
proposed statistical tables was Submitted to the NCES and the FLC's subcom- 
mittee on statistical programs. 

Further revisions were undertaken after meeting with members of the 
statistical subcommittee; data items eliminated included physical fapilities 
and volumes and titles added during the fiscal year. Type of, library ^classi- 
fication was expanded and more examples added throughout tt?e de^istttioas and 
instructions. Particular consi-deration was given to the problem of systems 
headquarters such as those operated by the Veterans Administration, Army,^ 
Navy, and Air. Force library programs* These headquarters incur significant 
expenditures for personnel, centralized cataloging, acquisition, and admini- 
strative functions. The form was designed to permit ^ystem>eadquarters 
report only those items whiqh pertained to their operatioti. Librarj^^eystems 
operated on military posts were specifically exclu<led fromi^J|kii Jtistructijjns^

kfter completing revisions suggested by NCES. and the statistical sub^^^^ 
committee, a draft survey form was prepared for pretesting to pinpoint: ' ** 
problem areas in the design of the form and wording of the^ definitions and^.

A stratified random sample of 35 Federal libraries and 4 system^ead^ 
quarters was drawn for the pretest. Since statistics for fiscal ^^ar 1972 
were not yet available, each library and headquarters was ask.e^;^,.-<iempXete ^ 
the draft survey form using aval,i.able data or estimates * . An evaluation 
form accompanying the survey requested comments oh the length of time re- 
quired for completion, specific data not readily available, and* bbseryation^ 
of the clarity of Jthe definitions and instructions. ■ • 

Librarians at 35 of the 39 pretest units "were called for telephone 
followup interviews; comments and reactions wer^ elicited during these 
interviews. The pretest instrument was also circulated among members of 
the statistical subcommittee, the National Center for Education Statistics, 
and project consultan'ts . * ^

Response from pretest libraries and headquarters, was 59 percent; approxi- . 
mately 17 percent of the units sampled reported they ;were unable to respond 
dufe to staff shortages, preparation of annual reports ^ their own agencies, 
or other limiting factors. The period of time all'owed for response to the 
pretest was. briefer than normally desirable due to project deadlines; however 
• responses were received from at least one of each type of Federal library and' 
all of the system headquarters. 

The pretest results were tabulated by individual data items and definitions 
and instructions; overall comments were also noted. A number or revisions were 
made in the test form as a result of the pretest evaluation; the revised 
questionnaire was circulated among all members of the statistical subcommittee 
, for final review. An approved final version was submitted to the National 
Center for Education Statistics in July for form design. 

To ass^ist in future ' Federal library surveys, a record was maintained of 
suggested data items which might be desirable to^ obtain at a later date.

A substantial number of errors wereSer^ ^d^ong rep.^3 :fsfiled by VA 
hospitals: 278, or 58 'percent, of the 475 in^^^iirirror messages neces- 
Sitatlng followup were generated by reports from 70 VA hospitals. Apparently 
VA librarians encountered difficulty in allocating haldings, operating ex-

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Phases 5 and 6: Analysis of Data and Preparation cf Report 

The 1972 survey marked the first time that all types of Federal libraries' 
wer^ studied and. measured . For this reason, analysis in depth was undertaken 
to provide a comprehensive description of the Federal library community and 
to compare numbers and kinds of libraries both within the Federal ^community 
and within individual governmental organizations. Preliminary analysis and 
a first draft of the report of the survey were completed by November 1973. 

ThQ. report and statistical tables were then presented to library repre- 
sentatives of organizations" with substantial numbers of Federal libraries,' 
for review and comment. In addition, members of the FLC 'subcommittee on 
statistical programs undertook a detailed review of the report and data to 
ensure maximum accuracy of interpretation and comprehensiveness of analysis. 
This review was completed in July .1974, and after necessary revisions, 
the report was submitted for editing in August. Editing was cqmpleted in 
January 1975, corrections made, and final ^i?*ixaration of copy was completed
